The business section of the city from 
M ark et street to Mission street and 


Other Imp osing edifices, 
ma ny o f 
which hav e been more or less sev erely 
Injured, are the Hotel St. Francis, the 
Palace hotel, the Hall of Justice, the 
Mutual Bauk building, the Pacific Mu­ 
tual Life building aud the Callaghan 
building. 
The greatest p rop erty dam ­ 
a ge resulted iu the m anufacturing dis­ 
trict and the greatest loss of life 
in 
the tenement house district. 
The chief street of the city Is Mar­ 
k et, running diagonally for many miles. 
The destruction of many of the dep art­ 
ment stores aud other business block s 
on Mark et and Mission streets was al­ 
most comp lete. Fire added to the hor­ 
rors of the situation, aud, as the water 
mains had been burst by the shock , 
the tire dep artm ent was help less. 
The 
flames ate their way along Mark et 
street, and other fires started in differ­ 
ent p arts of the city. 
As the earthquak e occurred but a 
little after 5 o’clock in the morning, 
p ractically the entire p op ulation was In 
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H E recent disa stro us ea rthqua ke 
ex tending ov er so la rgo a pa rt 
o f the Pa cific co a st regio n a nd 
wreck ing such an externa >e 
section of the city of San Francisco 
was not the first of these catastrop hes 
k nown 
in 
the 
western 
metrop olis, 
though 
by all odds the most dainagir. 
For many years the municip al au­ 
thorities refused to p ermit tall build­ 
ings in the city because of the fear of 
earthquak es, sev eral of which had al­ 
ready been exp erienced. 
Finally the 
Interdiction 
was 
remov ed, howev er, 
and a number of sk yscrap ers resulted. 
Prior to 18 8 0 there was hardly a 
building In excess of fiv e stories and 
•only a few of that height. Today there 
Is one eighteen stories high and quite | 
a number from twelv e to fourteen 
stories. 
In the sp riug of 18 8 8 , about 10 o’clock 
one night, the city had a seismic shock 
that p ut to test Its high structures. 
It 
was the worst earthquak e since 18 68 , 
when for eight or nine block s on the 
main street (Mark et) the ground was 
crack ed op en sev eral Inches. 
In the up heav al of 18 9 8 the tall build­ 
ings were giv en a fearful shak ing, and 
some of their occup ants were made 
dtazy and sick . 
The structures were 
uninjured, and ev er since that time 
there has not been so much question 
of the safety of high buildings of mod- 
•era construction—that Is, buildings of 
structural Iron frame and facings of 
p ressed brick , terra cotta or stone. 
It was M H. Do Young, the p rop rie­ 
tor and editor of the Chronicle, who 
was the p ioneer in this resp ect. 
He 
m et with op [K>sitlon from the munici­ 
p al authorities fourteen years ago when 
he decided to erect a ten story house 
for his newsp ap er. 
It was believ ed to 
be a dangerous undertak ing because of 
the earthquak e fear, but Mr. P e Young 
—^v on out and thereby set an examp le of 
enterp rise to other wealthy men who 
hav e since built more tall buildings. 
For Instance, I>. O. Mills, the New 
York bank er, who owns a great deal 
of San Franc!* *o p rop erty, has one of 
the tallest and finest structures In the 
<*1ty. 
, 
Claus Sp reck els, k nown throughout 
the country as the sugar k ing and the

The most consp icuous building in 
San Francisco, the city hall. Is almost 
totally ruined. 
It cost from $*>,000,000 
to 17.000,000, took tw enty-fiv e years In 
construction and was surmounted by 
a dome 332 feet high. 
It was thought 
to be v ery solidly constructed, being 
built substantially of brick , with the 
walls cov ered by cement. 
The interior 
of the dome was decorated with ex 
p ensiv e m arbles tak en from the P a ­ 
cific const mountains. 
Another v ery tine building, which 
cost ov er $5,000,000, is the sp lendid ho-

ing, occup ied by the Examiner, the 
three great Pacific coast newsp ap ers 
hav ing contributed handsomely to the 
building dev elop ment of San Francisco 
In recent years.

the crowded business section and p ic­ 
turesque Chinatown, 
which, by tfce 
way, Is fast disap p earing owing to t£ « 
encroachments of commerce and the 
dwindling of the Chinese p op ulation.

Men aud women rushed wildly 
forth in their night robes and fled lu 
p anic through the streets. Many were 
caught by the falling roofs aud walls, 
ami in the p oorer districts the tene­ 
ments collap sed lik e eggshells, erush- 
in\ and suffocating their Inmates be­ 
fore they had time to escap e.

The sev ere injury 
! to the W estern Union aud Postal of­ 
fice. also the Associated Press, greatly 
| added to the cHffleulty. 
The p ractical destruction of six or 
eight block s, coup led with the immense 
i loss of life aud damage to p rop erty 
I throughout San Francisco ami the en- 
t tire coast region, mak es this the worst 
earthquak e disaster in American his­ 
tory. 
exceeding 
ev en 
the 
historic 
Charleston earthquak e of a few years 
ago. 
San 
Francisco has suffered 
from 
many slight seismic shock s, one of 
them occurring about a year ago. 
At 
that time a long article ap p eared In 
one of the p ap ers, signed by a p ro­ 
fessor in one of the observ atories near 
by. stating that there was no p artic­ 
ular danger from these tremors of the 
earth’s surface. The coast region, ac­ 
cording to this writer, was newer than 
p arts of the country farther east and 
was therefore settling. 
He said p eo­ 
p le should feel no alarm, as nothing 
serious was liable to hap p en. 
Ev idently the earth’s crust In the 
Golden Gate region has been doing 
some more ’■settling.”

sev ere earthquak e San 
Francisco bn* k nown p rior to the p res­ 
ent one was in 18 68 .

HOW E A R T H Q U A K E M O V ED. 
The director of the Students’ ob­ 
serv atory of the Univ ersity of Cali­ 
fornia mak e a report concerning the 
seismographic record of the 
shock s 
that destroyed San Francisco that 
will be studied with the greatest in­ 
terest by scientists. 
The nonexpert in earth 
motions 
will notice that the duration of the 
first v ibrations was forty seconds; 
then came a lull of ten seconds fol­ 
lowed by another v iolent disturbance 
lasting twenty-fiv e 
seconds. 
Inas­ 
much as few persons could preserv e 
the calmness of mind necessary to ob­ 
serv e the exact, duration 
of 
each 
shock — as, 
indeed, to the 
v ictims 
generally the disaster probably seem­ 
ed to be one unbrok en v ibration—it 
is fortunate that the seismograph has 
the capacity to register regardless 
of 
nerv es or fears. 
In the offhand accounts giv en by 
persons who were awak e when the 
shock began, tlfe period of tremor has 
been usually placed at about three 
minutes; yet the actual time, includ­ 
ing the interim between the v ibra­ 
tions, was only one minute and a 
q uarter. 
The fact that the direction of the 
mov ement was from south-southeast 
to north-northwest, and that in this 
respect it agreed with all the other 
he a v y shock s felt in the same v icin­ 
ity, is of great importance as an indi­ 
cation for the future. 
Such a repe­ 
tition shows that the causes that pro­ 
duced these shock s were 
probably 
identical. 
Coupled with a careful 
study of the geological status of the 
territory affected, this repetition will 
enable the experts to form a theory 
concerning tthe action of the earth 
that may determine the area of prob­ 
able future disturbance. 
One of the most interesting fea­ 
tures of this earthq uak e is the fact 
that, although a great 
mov ement in 
tile earth was caused at a point swept 
by the sea, so far as has been indicat­ 
ed in the news from the Pacific Ocean 
no tidal wav e resulted from the ter- 
restial v ibration.—Chicago Post.
